North (arclina Hilrk's Jay Hawk War,

Holden, the Radiecal Governor of North
Carolioa, is one of the mo: 1 unscropulous
despots and vicdictive tyrants that ever
disgraced the annals of modern civiliza-
tion. Having ridden into power on tho
shoulders of ignorant and semi-barbarous
negroes, controlled and manipulated by a
gang of corrupt earpet-baggers and secala-
wags, he is dotermined to perpetuato that
power at all hazards and in defiance of all
legal obstacles. His administration has
been characterized by eo mueh of frand
and corruption—his open and flagrant
violations of the law so bold and bare
faced— his repeated robberies of tha fands

Havieg carefally
sarveyed the whole field, e reached tho
conclusion that if the contest wero left to
the arbitrament ot the popular will, nnder
the laws of the Stato, the wverdiot of the
people would, like the rush of great waters,
overwhelm his administration and bury
his rotten ecareass forever undor the just
indignation of an outraged constitueney.
